sentative people. He confined himself al- 

most exclusively to his cottage, and the peo- 
plewith whom he cante in contact were na- 

Mies Or those white people in accord with 

the queen. He seemed to have the appear- 

ance of a man who had the whoie respons!- 
bility of the United States and the Hawa- 
ian government upon his shoulders, and 
was fearful of being seduced. The better 
element refrained from going before him. 

They were not invited and they believed 

that they were not wanted, and that the 

testimony which they would give was not 
in his line.’’ Mr. Loud thinks that the best 
thing for this government to do now is to 
let the Hawaiians alone. Yet if any other 
nation tries to get the islands he thinks 
it would be better for this government to 
take them. 

Colonel Blount Talks. 

Mr. Blount, who is here waiting to ap- 
pear before the senate committee on Fri- 
day, in an interview published today says: 

“It is all nonsense to say that one admin- 
istration is bound by the wrong acts of its 
predecessor in international affairs. It is 
plainly not so. An administration is per- 
fectly free to criticise any act of its pre- 

_ decessor, whether diplomatic or otherwise. 

We constantly see the conduct of foreign 

affairs by European countries criticised by 

* the opposin,, party in all except despotisms. 

The czar of Russia is the only one who 
has his own way in such matters. Have 
We not seen the position of the British gov- 
émnment in power criticised. in connection 
with the occupation of Egypt? Is not the 
French ministry fiercely attacked for its 
Miahacement of foreign affairs? I believe 
_ that the foreign affairs of a country should 
hot only be discussed freely, that all the 
‘facts may be brought out, but should be 
the subject of partisan action. We had 
' Party lines drawn in this country on the 
_4annexation of ‘Texas, and there is no sound 
-feaSon to expect anything but partisan ‘ac- 
‘tion in regard to Hawaii. But I do not 
consider that the action of this administra- 
‘tion in discrediting Mr. Stevens’s acts is 
_& attack on President Harrison's adminis- 
tration. It is not shown that: President 
_ Harrison would have endorsed his minis- 
_ ter’s action had he known the facts. Even 
_ President Cleveland did not know all the 
| facts until my report was submitted.” 
| In speaking of the status of the provis- 
f lonal government Colonel Blount said:

Secretary Carlisle proposed an issue of 
bonds tothe senate committee today.

He thought, 
therefore, that it was expedient that con- 
gress should take steps to provide against 
the evil. He asked that the act of 1875 
for the resumption of specie payments, 
Which also authorizes a bond issue, ghould 
be so amended as to permit this id@ance 
for a shorter time gnd at a lower rate of 
than is provided for tn that act. 
‘st rate of interest named in the 
bonds provided for in the act is 4 per cent 
and the time for the 4 per cent bonds is 
thirty vears. 

The meeting dispersed without taking any 
action. 

Senator Colquitt’s Health. 

Senator Colquitt is grow ng stronger ev- 
ery day.

As yet, however, he is not able to take 
long walks. He is rolled from his residence 
just across from the capitol grounds: each 
morning in his chair.

The situa- 
tion is embarrassing to the com- 
mittee. If the income tax is treated 
separate they feel that it may be defeat- 
ed in the Rouse, but if it is added to the 
tariff bill it is almost certain to pass the 
house. No on@knows yet just what the 
committee will do in the matter. 

Bs. Wa: ae 
Representative O'Neill's Bill. 

Washington, January 10.—The bill of Rep- 
resentative O'Neill, of Massachusetts, au- 
thorizing the secretary of the treasury to 
borrow money up to $100,000,000 in anticipa- 
tion of a deficiency in the rev- 
enues, and to issue therefor 
loan certificates Dearing 3 per cent inter- 
est, is attracting much attention in the 
financial circles of congress and of the ad- 
ministration. It is regarded as something 
more than the expression of Mr. O' Neill’s 
personal views, as he discussed the subject 
with Secretary Carlisle and Assistant Sec- 
retary Hamlin before introducing the bill. 
While giving the measure no distinct ad- 
ministration approval, the treasury officials 
noted the fact that Secretary Carlisle's re- 
cent report suggested not only an issue of 
bonds, but an alternative plan, should con- 
gress not authorize the bonds. Mr. O'Neill's 
bill was looked upon as in lne with this 
alternative proposition. 
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HaS LEFT IT TO CONGRESS. 


All Dispatches from Hawaii Will Be 
Immediately Sent to Congress, 
Washington, January 10.—Secretary Gresh- 
am was ‘seen today by a reporter of the 
Southern Associated Press, and he ¢ton- 
sented to answer some hurried questions 

addressed to nim. 

In reply to the query, “Will you say any- 
thing on the news from Honolulu?” he 
said: “I do not know any news from Hono- 
lulu. I expect to receive dispatches that 
came by the Corwin, perhaps, tonight. I 
shall have no official information before 


that.” 

“Will these dispatches be given to the 
public when you receive them?’ 

“They will be transmitted immediately to 
congress. I hardly think they will be given 
out to the press before the hour when they 
are taken to congress. Every instruction 
that has been sent to Minister Willis is 
now in the hunds of congress. Whatever 
further dispatches are sent to him will de 
put into the hanus of congress in duplicate 
immediately upon being sent.” 

“The matter has, then, been put entirely 
in the hands of congress, has it, Mr. Secre- 
tary 7’ 

“Undoubtedly.” 

There was nothing in the secretary's 
manner to indicate a feeling of regret that 
the matter had reached this status, and it 
is made evident that the administration 
h's no intention of proceeding further with 
the question except with the advice of

ay is reported that Mr. Gresham is also 
very restless ynder these attacks, and that 
he is prepared to show that it is none of 
his business, and whatever he has done 
has harmonized with presidential direc- 
tions. A well-known member of the house, 
in discussing the question with the preai- 
dent a few days ago, reports Mr. Cleveland 
as being greatly nettled over the effort to 
throw the blame on Mr. Gresham, not that 
the president would not be delighted to 
shift the whole question beyond the doors 
of the white house, but because he knows 
that Mr. Gresham knows, and is prepared 
to show, if necessary, that it is not the 
secretary of state but the president who has 
taken charge of the Hawaiian matter from 
the beginning. 

Several democratic newspapers have been 
very vigorous in their criticism of Mr. Gres- 
ham’s ci “Irse, and have expressed the opin- 
ion in emphatic terms that this is the re- 
sult of appointing a republican as chief 
cabinet officer under a democratic admin- 
istration, and have used’ this as a moral 
against any further entangling mugwump 
or republican alliances. 

The president, however, does not wish to 
have the responsibility shifted to the sec- 
retary of state. He admits that he is re- 
sponsible for what has been cone by way 
of instructions to Commissioner Blount and 
Minister Willis, and he is not seeking to 
displace whatever responsibility may be 
attached to such developments as have 
‘taken place.

TOM JOHNSONS STRONG SPEECH 


Cleveland’s Congressman Argues 
Against a Protective Tariff. 


HE IS AN IRON MANUFACTURER, TOO 


Republicans Could Not Apprecirte His 
Convictions—General Tracy Resents 
Being Called a Cuckoo. 


Washington, January 10.—(Special.)—There 
was one decidedly interesting speech deliv- 
ered in the house today on the tariff ques- 
tion. Other than this the debate Was 
rather tame. The interesting speech was 
that delivered by Tom Johnson, the demo- 
cratic free trader and single tax advocate 
from the Cleveland district of Ohio. Tom 
Johnson is a round-faced, boyish-looking 
Statesman. He is not only one of the 
wealthiest men in the house, being sev- 
eral times a millionaire, but he is ove of 
the wittiest. He is a free and easy, jolly 
talker, and quick and good at repartee. 
Besides being a congressman, Tom Jonnson 
is a large iron manufacturer, and is inter- 
ested extensively in the manufacture of 
Steel rails. Notwithstanding this, he de- 
livered a speech today in favor of free 
trade pure and simple. He said the Wilson 
bill was all right as far as it went, but it 
did not go far enough. As a democratic 
congressman he believed steel rails should 
be put oa the free list. If he was not in 
congress and was only a manufacturer 
he would then, of course, want protection. 
But he did not believe in allowing his 
views and principles as a congressman to 
be interfered with by his private interests 
outside. He thought steel rails should be 
put on the free list. He was also in favor 
of putting structural iron, which is placed 
a. 29 per cent tax ad valorem under the 
Wilson bill, on the free list, and he de- 
Clared that he would offer an amendment 
to this effect. 

Mr. Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, who repre- 
sents one of the iron manufacturing dis- 
tricts, attempted to quiz him about his 
personal interests, but Mr. Johnson proved 
too much for even the active minded young 
Pittsburg congressman. In replying to a 
question from Mr. Dalzell, Mr. Johnson said 
that as an individual engaged in business, 
he would go into a pool or trust for the 
purpose of making money, but he believed 
it his duty as a congressman to fight pools 
and trusts, and thought laws should be en- 
acted to destroy them. This was a fe- 
markaSte utterance, but Mr. Johnson was 
undoubtedly honest in it, and he was 
enthusiastically applauded by the demo- 
crais. He said if he nad his way he would 
introduce a bill to abolish: revenue duties 
and to sell all the custom houses. He be- 
lieved taxes should be raised from what 
the people have and not from what they 
need. 

Mr. Johnson’s speech was a remarkable 
one. He created much amusement and 
much applause. Several republicans assail- 
ed nim, but he brushed them away in an ex- 
pert style, which proves him to be one of 
the readiest debaters in congress. He is 
extreme but he is smart. 

Tom Lamb’s Good Luck. 

Judge Lawson arrived this morning. He 
was accompanied by Mrs. Lawson, who has 
improved very much in health. They are 
again at theirgld residence on Capitol Hill. 

At last Colonel Thomas W. Lamb, of 
Brunswick, has received the plum for which 
he has been straining so long.

Georgians here 
are all glad to know of Mr. Lamb’s appoint- 
ment, and they are likewise glad to know 
that Colonel Dick Grubb, of Darien, will 
be his principal assistant and have charge 
of the collectibn at the port of Darien. 

Major Black introduced a bill today which 
authorizes the secretary of the treasury to 
reduce the number of customs districts in 
this country whenever the public interests 
will allow. 

Mr. J. H. McMillan was today appointed 
postmaster at Haiues, Screven county. 

It’s the Hit Cuckoo That Cries. 

Mr. Tracey, of New York, in the house 
this morning gave it to be understood that 
there was a limit to the number of times 
which he would permit himself to be re- 
ferred to as a “cuckoo.’’

Governor Waite’s Message—A Motion 
to Adjourn Sine Die Fails. 


Denver, Col., January 10.—The ninth gen- 
eral assembly of Colorado convened at noon 
tcday. In both branches the old organiza- 
tions were continued. Governor Waite be- 
gin reading his. message at 5 o’clock and 
finished at 4:40. Cheers and loud applause 
greeted the venerable executive as he pro- 
nounced the opening words.

He discusses the 
silver and financial questionu.s at some 
length, criticising some utterances of Sec- 
retery Carlisle and Senator Teller, and de- 
clares the only remedy the state has is to 
ccmpel tne restoration of the rights of 
which it has been deprived by coining its 
own silver bullion into dollars, which should 
pass as legal tender for ali purposes on an 
equality with gold. He concludes as fol- 
lows: 

‘\Ve stand on the brink of an industrial 
slavery—i.a era of falling prices—which has 
reduced in Colorado the value of commoeodi- 
ties and reai estate to, in many cases, less 
Ahan cne-third the value one year ago.”’

Columbus, Ga., January 10.—(Special.)— 
Mrs. A. J. Lowe, formerly of Atlanta, is 
compelled, on account of il] health, to retire 
from the management of the Vernon hot \.

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Florida’s Great Hotel, the Ponce de Leon, 
Is Open Again. 


ITS SEVENTH REGULAR SEASON 


During the Summer and Fall the Building 
Has Been Overhauled and New 
Lighting Apparatus Put In. 


St. Augustine, Fla., January 10.—(Special.) 
When the cannon boomed at 3 o’clock this 
afternoon and the great gate was 
slowly raised with an accompauiment of 
national music from the band on the east 
loggia the famous Hotel Ponce de Leon was 
open for its seventh season, and Manager 
Seavey, for the seventh time, stood in 
the rotunda and saw many of his old-time 
guests repeat the performance of register- 
ing on the opening day. Neary a score, 
who have been in town for some days past 
awaiting the formal opening, had their 
“traps” transferred to the Ponce de Leon 
tonight, and all told there were over 100 
people at dinner” here tonight. 

Everything in and about the grand struc- 
ture looks much as usual—always elegant 
and even awe-inspiring. But for six 
months past there has been an enormous 
amount of work done on the inside—and 
work of a most difficult kind, too. The old 
electric light system has been taken out 
and an entirely new one has been substi- 
tuted for it. This necessitated the taking 
up of floors and the opening of walls and 
ceilings all over the house; but everything 
has been restored precise:y as it was be- 
fore and there is not a scratch or a blemish 
to be seen anywhere. The electrician of the 
Flagler properties in tnis city, Mr. A. T. 
Best, has accomplished what was never 
done before or even attempted in this 
country—he has put into a completely fin- 
ished and furnished hotel an electric sys- 
tem of intericr conduits and wires without 
removing the furniture or marring the in- 
terior in any way. 

Twenty-Nine Miles of Wire. 


The only portion of the old plant that was 
not disturbed was the engine and dynamos. 
There are four Edison machines of forty- 
five kilomat eacn and they are driven by 
three Arminston & Sims engines—two of 
sixty horse power and one of 120 horse 
power. The old system of lighting was 
by the ordinary concealed wires, running 
under the floors and inside the walls, either 
singly or in great masses, as the conditions 
chanced to make it necessary. Now the 
wires, which are of the okonite variety 
and of a particular'y high grade, made 
to order especial‘y for the Ponce de Leon, 
are carried through the immense structure 
by what is known as the interior conduit 
system—each wire in a separate tube or 
pipe. These tubes have an armor of brass 
and are lined with a highly insulating ma- 
terial, the exact composition of which is 
known only to the patentee and 
the manufacturer. The main “feeders” 
have an outside diameter of one and a 
quarter inches and the large cables which 
transmit the light from the dynamos to the 
smaller wires are twenty-six in number 
and are all the way from 200 to 700 feet in 
length. There are in all over 117,000 feet 
of interior conduits—about twenty-two miles 
—and 150,000 feet of wires—nearly twenty- 
nine miles. 

Brilliantly Lighted. 

The results are noted by old visitors at 
once—the Ponce de Leon is lighted better 
than it ever was before, and any one visit- 
ing it for the first time will be impressed 
immediately with the remarkable brilliancy 
and the softness of the lights. One of the 
most beautiful things about this wonderful 
hotel is the ceiling of the dining hall—be- 
yond all doubt the most‘ original in design 
and the most artistically executed mura! 
painting on this side of the Atlantic. Here- 
tofore this room, which is always used 
for dancing whenever elaborate balls and 
receptions are given here, had never “‘light- 
ed up’’ quite satisfactorily. The old iron 
chandelier, which formerly hung from the 
center, or in the wall brackets, served very 
well to threw a good light on the tables 
and the floor, but the ceiling was not so 
fortunate as the lower portion of the grand 
apartment. The object in view in changing 
the arrangement of the lights here was to 
get an equal diffusion above as well as be- 
low—to give the beautiful ceiling its share 
of the light—and this has been accomplish- 
ed. The lights are much higher up than 
formerly and there are more of them. 
They protrude from the mouths of golden 
lions’ heads, and in all there are Y&4 of 
them. A similar change has been made in 
the rotunda, and with equally gratifying 
results. The ceilings “light up” beautifully 
at night. In the rotunda ‘there are now 300 
lights. 

As Bright as Day. 

Tonight the electrical effects upon the ex- 
terior of the hotel and in ‘tthe court and 
about the grounds are surpassingly beauti- 
ful. Thousands of white and colored lights 
meet the eye everywhere and heighten to 
a remarkable de gree the effectiveness of the 
same. The lights on the trees and in the 
shrubbery were formerly hung from the 
trunks or stalks, and a part of 'the light -was 
lost on account of the thick foliage. Now 
the lights are suspended on the outer 
branches and leaves, and the whole court 
is almost as light as in the day time and 
every color of the rainbow is upon it. An 
electric wire is adroitly concealed behind a 
green climbing vine, which is artistically 
eoiled about the fountain in the center of 
the court, and a score of lights twinkle 
from it from top to bottom. 

On the arch over the great gateway, 
where the guests on occasions like these 
have always been saluted by the familiar 
“Bien Venato,” in twinkling letters that 
actually nodded their welcome, there are 
now 400 lights in the place of the original 
140—and the welcome of the house ts there- 
fore intensified nearly three-foid.

The State Campaign. 


The fact that this is a campaign year 
is no reason why we should neglect 
business and give ourselves up to poli- 
tics eight or nine montiis before the 
state elections. 

A long campaign would vex and weary 
the people, and it would do the eandi- 
dates more harm than good. We are 
just emerging from a leng period of 
hard times, and it is important for us 

t the beginning of the new year te set- 
tle down to business and give our at- 
tention to our commercial and industrial 
interests. We want to get rid of the 
rubbish of last year, and go to work to 
repair the mistakes and the disasters of 
the past. Our farmers are busy pre- 
paring their fields for big crops, and 
they have no time to devote to active 
politics during the remaining months of 
the winter. 

The voters of Georgia have enough, to 
occupy their time and engage their en- 
ergies for months to come, and they will 
resent any ill-advised attempt to open 
the political campaign before they are 
ready for it. There is not the shadow 
of an excuse for holding public meet- 
ings and discussing men and measures 
many months in advance of the elec- 
tions. Our people are familiar with the 
issues of the day and they are well ac- 
quainted with the candidates now in 
the field or likely to enter it. A long 
canvass is unnecessary, and the men 
who do the voting do not want it. 

We have not heard it intimated that 
there is a design in any quarter to pre- 
maturely open the campaign, but it is 
well to make it understood that public 
sentiment is against it. When the 
state democratic executive committee 
is called together and acts in the matter 
it will be early enough for. the 
candidates and the voters to be- 
gin talking politics. The  execu- 
tive committee will meet at the 
proper time, and until then there is 
nothing to be gained by holding mass 
meetings and making stump speeches. 
In due season the candidates for the 
governorship and the senatorship will 
be before the people, and a few weeks 
will afford ample time for all the can- 
vassing that will be necessary. 

These suggestions are made in the in- 
terest of no candidate. They are made 
in the interests of the people, and be- 
cause business and productive industry, 
just at present, are of more immediate 
importance than politics. The people of 
Georgia have never yet failed to take 
eare of their pdlitical interests, and 
they will do it this year, as they have 
in the past.

The New York World hits the nail on 
the head when it says that if there is

EDITORIAL COMMENT, 


The paragraph in yesterday’s Constitution 
crediting The Covington Star with stating 
that it had nothing against General Evans, 
but was for Atkinson, should have been 
credited to another exchange.

Some of the doctors are agitating the 
question again as to whether vaccination 
is a preventive of smallpox; whether the 
preventive does not involve dangers greater 
and more numerous than the disease invol- 
ves; how frequently vaccination should oc- 
cur, if it is useful; and the ethics of vaccina- 
tion—whether providence should be tempted 
by creating a mild form of disease, even if 
it will protagt the subject. from @ worse 
form of disease. Some theorists allege that 
it is just as beneficial to swallow a prepared 
pellet of vaccine matter as to vaccinate ex- 
ternally. The history of vaccination as a 
preventive of smallpox is as well known as 
the history cf.quinine as a preventive or 
cure of malarial diseases. Smal:pox had 
been for centuries one of the scourges of 
mankind. It was not like the black death 
and other plagues of the middle ages, 
which ravaged the populated portions of 
the earth for a brief period and then disap- 
peared. It invaded all the haunts of men 
and was a continuous pest. In all the 
homes of squd.or and filth, especially 
among uncivilized tribes, its victims were 
more ‘than half the population. Those who 
had.the disease, but survived, were dis- 
figured for life. With inocu‘ation at first— 
that is, planting the smallpox virus under 
the skin—the disease assumed very mild 
forms, or appeared simply as a single erup- 
tion in many cases. But with the discovery 
that vaccine matter produced by an erup- 
tive disease on cows was a preventive, with 
few or none of the dangers of inoculation, 
a new era began in the history of small- 
pox as a disease. Its victims do not num- 
ber one in a hundred thousand, as com- 
pared with those who had no protection 
from science against its attacks. Under 
the best system of vaccination, practiced 
by skillful hands, some serious results oc- 
cur. But the number is:so small that the 
danger may be disregarded entirely in com- 
parison with all the successful cases by 
which sma:lpox h been almost banished 
from among mankind. 


Thomas Payne King, who dropped dead 
on the street at Wichita, Kan., a few days 
since, is said to have been one of the im- 
mortal 600 who rode at Balaklava. In his 
youth he held a”commission in the British 
army. In 1861 he resigned and enlisted in 
the United States army. He was a person 
of superior education, and since the war 
had succeeded in amassing a considerable 
fortune, estimated at some  $7v,000. He 
owned property in Chicago, Kansas City, 
Wichita and other places, and drew a pen- 
sion both from Great Britain and the United 
States, but it is said that he never spent a 
cent, living in squalor, dressing in rags and 
eating refuse bégged at the doors of restau- 
rant and hotel kitchens. It does not yet 
appear who gets the property which he 
failed to enjoy, but it is dollars to dough- 
nuts that somebody will spend it fast 
enough now. 
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As made up from the news returns of the 
year by The Chicago Tribune, the number 
of legal executions of the death sentence 
in 1893 was 126, as compared. with 107 in 
1892, 123 in 1891 and 102 in 1890. Of this num= 
ber of 126 only forty-seven were whites, 
while seventy-six were negroes, two wer§ 
Indians and one a Chinaman. One woman 
alone was of the number. Thirty-three of 
the executions were in the north and the 
rest ih the south. In the same time the 
lynchings were a trifle less numerous than 
in 1892, the victims here numbering 200 (196 
men and four women.) Of course, the large 
majority of these were southern negroes, 
154 of the 200 being of this race, while thirty 
whites, five Mexicans and seven Indians 
made up the remainder. The south con- 
tributed 183 of these demonstrations of law- 
lessness, The number of suicides continues 
to increase at an alarming rate. The 
Tribune’s figures for 1893 are 4,436 against 
3,860 in 1892, 3,331 in 1891, 2,640 in 1890 and 
2,224 in 1889. Of the mumber for last year 
3,578 were men and 858 women. It has been 
observed before that among professional 
men, physicians head the list of self-mur- 
derers and this is true of 1893 to a striking 
extent, the number of.doctors in the list 
rising from thirty-seven in 1892 to fifty- 
three. Of murders reported, the number of 
6,615 for 1893 shows a slight falling off from 
the previous year’s record of 6,791,. but a 
considerable advance over the 1891 figures 
of 6,906.

Yesterday was a day of surprises and 
sensations in the Redwine trial. Although 
nothing has been offered as yet that fully 
elucidates the sombre mystery enveloping 
the downfall of the Gate City bank on that 
dark February of 1898, much of the testi- 
mony was startling and significant to the 
st degree. Particularly so was that given 
by the galaxy of eushiers who swore to the 
loans effected by Redwine in_his desperate 
endeavor to cover the shortage in the vaults 
and the story of Mr. McCandless of his 
strange and pitiful interview with young 
Jackson ‘before the crash. 

At the morning session the vague impres- 
sion current that the defense had a bomb- 
shell in reserve was given color by the 
curious line of questions adopted by Col- 
onel Hammond ‘n his cross-examination of 
the bank examiner, Campbell. Another in- 
teresting feature was the testimony of the 
woman, Cora Howard, at whose mansion of 
discreet resort the fugitive first concealed 
himself, and that of the soi-disant detective, 
Owens, who captured him and held him for 
reward. 

Redwine was brought into court a few 
minutes before the opening of the morning 
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CORA HOWARD on the Witness Stand.

Wine entered the vault?’

“Where was he when you arrived?” 

“I don’t remember.” 

“How did you enter?” 

“By a little gate at the cashier’s desk.”

“To the right. The bookkeeper came next 
and then Redwine.”

L. J. Hill Recalled. 


Mr. L. J. Hill was recalled to the stand 
and questioned as to certain checks drawn 
by Redwine not appearing in the books. 
As an illustration he took one of a buch, 
which was drawn to the order of W. H. 
Patterson and showed upon the ledger that 
no entry had been made of its payment. 
There were thirteen personal checks thus 
drawn of which no record was maue. 

In response to a question by Judge Par- 
dee Mr. Hill stated that there was nothing 
on the face of the checks to show that they 
had been paid at all. 

On cross-examination Colonel Hammond 
selected several of the checks and asked 
Mr. Hill whether there was any evidence 
to show that they had gone through any 
bank. The witness evidently misunders.ocd 
the question and rising referred to the 
ledger. 

“Stop!” cried Colonel Hammond, “I asked 
you nothing about that.”’ 

Mr. Hill continued calmly to inspect the 
volume, still not hearing or understanding 
the question. 

“You are.a little deaf, are you 
asked the attorney. 

“T thought you were aware of that fact,”’ 
replied the witness curtly. 

“But I want the jury to be aware of it,” 
replied Colonel Hammond, and repeated the 
original question. Mr. Hill rep ied that there 
was nothing about the checks to show 
payment. 

“How long before you knew the exact 
amount missing?’ 

“I can’t remember exactly; 
time after.’’ 

“Didn't you swear on the following Mon- 
day to an exact amount in bani notes?’ 
asked Colonel Hammond, producing the bill 
of particulars in the suit filed by Mr. Hill. 

“I did that at the advice of our attor- 
ney. He said it: was the proper thing to 
do.”’ 

“Was it not for the purpose of preventing 
Redwine from giving bond?’ 

“I don’t know. It was a step advised 
solely by our attorney.” 

“Was not that one of its purposes?” 

“Perhaps it was.”’ 

Colonel Hammond produced the check 
drawn by Lewis Redwine to Robert Red- 
wine on September 25, 1891, and asked who 
the man was, and what was the evidence, 
if any, of payment. 

“He is a negro,’’ repHed Mr.

As the witness left the stand, Captain 
Jackson remarked that the checks were 
those found in Redwine’s drawer. Colonel 
Hammond interposed with the statement 
that only one was proven to have been 
there. 

-Redwine’s Numerous Checks. 

Mr. W. H. Patterson, the broker, was 
the next witness. He identified 
one of the checks as having been paid 
to him for shares in the Southern Land 
Company by Redwine. The check was for 
$1,046. The stock, Mr. Patterson testified, 
was subsequently transferred. He knew 
nothing, he said, of the loan secured by 
Redwine to purchase this stock. 

Mr. Thomas Peters, insurance agent, fol- 
lowed. Two checks of $100 each were recog- 
nized by him as having been yaid, by Red- 
wine on an insurance policy. 

‘This policy at my advice,” he said, “was 
subsequently converted into cash, and on 
October 12, 1892, I handed Mr. Redwine the 
company’s check for $800.” . 

Mr. Joseph Thompson took the stand and 
testified that he was in the liquor business,

Colonel Dan W. Rountree was the first 
witness called to the stand. 

He testified that during the month of 
February, at the time of Redwine’s flight, 
he was a practicing lawyer with his office 
in the Gate City bank building. 

“Do you remember the occasion of Lewis 
Redwine’s leaving the bank?’ asked Cap- 
tain Jackson, after he had paved the way 
for this question. 

‘“T remember the time when he was said 
to have left.’’ 

‘Did you receive any communication from 
him after his departure?’

Mr. Litt Bloodworth, a check 
of $515 for shares in the East Atlanta Land 
Company. Dr. Charles O. Tyner, a check 
of $22 for drugs and medicines. Mr. R. F. 
Shedden, a check of $270 for more life in- 
surance on Dr. Redwine. 

This testimony was simply as to the facts. 

Cora Howard’s Story. 

Then came one of the sensations of the 
day. Cora Howard, the woman in whose 
house Redwine first hid himself, was called 
to the stand. She is a very stout, middle- 
aged woman, and was dressed richly in 
black. She appeared either frightened or 
angry, perhaps both. In response to Cap- 
tain Jackson’s questions she said 
that on February 21, 1893, she 
was running a house of assignation. At 
about 2:30 o’clock in the afternoon of that 
day Redwine came to the house, saying 
that he expected to meet a lady there. He 
told her to say nothing of his presence, 
and was given a front room. It was a 
bleak. rainy day, but he did not wear an 
overcoat; she noticed this. At his request 
she telephoned for Mr. Daniel W. Rountree, 
a lawyer. He came and they were together 
for an hour or so.

Hammond. I had no conversation with 
her.”’ 

“Did you know Tom Cobb Jackson?” ask- 
ed Colonel Hammond, suggesting a new 
turn in the cross-examination. 

“Tt did.” 

“Can you state whether or not his credit 
was ¢00d for $8,000?" 

“T am not in the banking business, colo- 
nol,” replied the witness evasively. 

“Did you lend him any money yourself? 
I will ask you that question.” 

‘That is a private matter, sir, and I pre- 
fer not to answer it.” 

“Then I will not press it,”’ said the attor- 
ney, rather nettled. 

“Did you see Owens that night?” inquir- 
ed Colonel Hammond, thinking of another 
question. 

“T did not. 
wards.”’ 

With this the cross-examination was con- 
cluded. 

Captain Jackson, in rebuttal, asked if Mr. 
Tom Cobb Jackson had any property in 
1891 or 1892. The witness was unable to say. 
He belonged to a firm that did perhaps the

largest business in town and he knew of 
Mr. Jackson’s engagement which promised 
a material addition to his income. As to 
any property, besides this, he had no in- 
formation.’’ 

“What property did he claim to own?’ 
asked Colonel Hammond. 

“He said he had stock in the Svwanee 
Coal Company. It was not in his own 
name, but he :eceived the benefit of it.” 

No further questions were put to the wit- 
ness, and he was permitted to leave the 
stana, 

Mr. McCandless on the Stand. 

Mr. Edward 8. McCandless, the city mar- 
shal, who was the ¢ashier of the bank at 
the time of the defalcation, was the next 
witness ‘ntroduced by Captain Jackson. 

He testified that in February of last year 
he was cashier of the Gate City National 
bank. He had oceupied that position since 
1879, as near as he could recollect, at which 
time the bank was converted from a state 
into a nationai~vank. He had filled the of- 
fice for nearly fifteen years. 

“Do you remember when Mr. L. J. Hill 
left the city for Mexico?” 

“T do. It was about the 28th of last Jan- 
uary.”’ . 

‘‘Was the cash in the bank counted before 
he .ook that trip?’ 

“It was. The amctunt of cash on hand at 
that time, according to the count, was ap- 
proximately $94,000.”’ ’ 

“What did you do after Mr. Hill’s depart. 
ure about watching Mr. Redwine?’ 

“T asked one of the clerks a few questions 
about him in a quiet way. I was not alto- 
gether satisfied with the count and wanted 
to examine into the matter.” 

“Whom did you take into counsel?’ 

“Mr. Wheat.’”’ 

“Why did you entertain any suspicions 
about the count?’ 

“For the simple reason that the teller 
ought to keep his cash assorted. A certain 
amount of legal tender should be fon hand 
and properly separated from the other mon- 
ey. Mr. Redwine’s cash, at the time the 
count Was taken, was mixed cash. I told 
him it was not in proper condition, to which 
he replied that he had not had time @) as- 
sort it. I was not at all satistied, t,:ough 
I did not indicate to him the doubt which Il 
entertained.” 

“What investigation did you make of mon- 
ey returned by Mr. Redwine to other banks 
in the city?’ 

‘Some money was brought to Mr. Red- 
wine on Saturday afternoon. I inquired on 
Monday morning and found that he-had bor- 
rowed it from the Merchants’ bank.” 

This part of the testimony all related to 
tne affairs of January 28th, at which time 
a count was made, prior to Mr. Hill’s de- 
perture for Mexico. 

Visit of the Bank Examiner. 

Referring to the visit of the bank examin- 
er, a day or two before the defalcation, Mr. 
McCadless proceeded: “Mr. Campbell came 
to Atlanta on Thursday evening. He ex- 
amined the Atlanta National bank first. He 
sent word to the cashier that he would be 
at the Gate City the next morning. I asked 
the paying teller to keep a close watch of 
the cash. On Friday evening Wheat came 
to me and said that Redwine had made a 
request for $15,000 to be paid over to him 
on the day following after the bank exam- 
iner had made his count. I told him to do 
as Redwine said but to make a report to me 
~f all that oecurred. On the next morning 
che_bank examiner came. He counted the 
cash on the payirg teller’s desk first, acter 
which he counted the money in the vault. 
It was while he was in the vault that I saw 
Redwine go to Wheat’s desk and take three 
packages of money. There was nothing 
specially wrong in this act.” 

“After Redwine left-what did you do?” 

“Tt immediately took charge of his cash.”’ 

“How much did yo find on hand?’ 

“About $37,000. Of this amount $15,000 was 
actual cash.’’ 

The witness was unable to say who took 
the package of papers from Redwine’s over- 
coat. He could not say what papers were 
found ‘in the private drawer. Among the 
number of papers, however, which were 
said to have come from the drawer, was a 
check for $5,000 drawn by Tom Cobb Jack- 
son. 


. wJackson’s Conversation. 

‘Jackson admitted to me,” said Mr. Mc- 
Candless, ‘‘that he had checks in the cash 
drawer. He came to me of his own accord. 
It was on the day after Redwine’s depart- 
ure. Bie wanted to know if Redwine had ac- 
tually Jeft. If he was really short in his 
account. He came at three different times 
during the day. The last time he wanted 
to know if I had come across any of his 
checks in the cash. I said 1 had not. In 
this connection I asked if he had ever paid 
the $5,000 check he had drawn on the bank 
a long time before, and which Redwine had 
cashed. He said he had not paidit. I 
thought it was strange. Redwine had told 
me the money was paid.”’ 

‘‘Will you state,’”’ asked Captain Jackson, 
“why ‘you happen to remember about the 
$5,000 check so well?’ 

‘In July, 1891, 1 was absent from the city 
for about three weeks on account of sick- 
ness and the death of my little chil® On 
my return, Mr. Redwine told me that he 
had cashed a check for $5,000 for Mr. Jack- 
son, drawn while in New York on his bri- 
dal tour. He wanted to know if I would let 
him charge it up. I told him I would not. 
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He had taken the responsibility upon him- 
self and would have to make it good. He 
wanted to know if I would help him col- 
lect the,amount out of Jackson. I said I 
would. Matters went on and a week or 
two afterwards Redwine informed me that 
the check had been made good.’’ 

“What property did Tom Cobb have at 
this time?” asked Captain Jackson-—~__ } 

The witness was unable to say. 

“Why did yo: refuse to allow\the check 
to be charged to his account?’ \ 

“Because it was a large amount\and, he 
had no money to his credit.” 

An examination of the books showed that 


Mr. Jackson was overdrawn at the time the | 


check was presented, $4,669.88. 


After the Defaleation. 

“When did you first see Redwine after 
his return?’ asked Captain Jackson. 

“On Saturday morning at the police sta- 
tion. Mr. L. J. Hill; Mr. A. W. Hill, Mr. 
Jack Spalding and myself were present. 
The interview with Redwine was conduct- 
ed chiefly by Mr. Hill. Redwine during the 
conversation stated that he was’7 short 
abou* $100,000. Colonel Hammond came in a 
short while afterwards and consulted with 
the prisoner, after which he refused to con- 
tinue the conversation. Later in the day I 
went to see Redwine at the jail. I wanted 
to know what had become of the money. 
The city Was full of rumors, a number of 
them touching the officials of the bank. I 
wanted to know the whole truth and.to 
have the officers of the bank exonerated.” 


Redwine'’s Statement in Jail. 


“Il brought the whole matter before Red- 
wine and told him I thought it was his duty 
to lift the suspicion attaching to the of- 
ficers of the bank. He spoke to me freely, 
and seemed to be willing to make a full 
statement. 

“He said his shortage began in July, 1891, 
with *he supposed payment of Tom Cobb 
Jackson’s check for $5,.00.. The money was 
never paid, and the check was simply carried 
over. Jackson came frequently and his 
indebtedness to the bank increased. He 
claimed to the assistant cashier that he 
needed money to settle outstanding claims 
against the bank. In this way his indebted- 
ness had climbed as high as $90,000. He was 
unable to account for the balance of the 
shortage. He had used none of the money 
himself. Redwine was willing to make a 
full statement, setting out all of these facts, 
but preferred to consult with his attorney. 
He asked the witness to come back again 
at 2 o’clock with Mr. Jack Spalding. The 
witness called with Mr. Spalding at the 
hour. Colonel Hammond refused to allow 
the witness to make a statement. He pre- 
ferred to take care of his client and the 
officers of the bank could take care of their 
own reputation.”’ 


Cross-Examined. 

Cross-examined by Colonel Hammond, the 
witness stated that Redwine began his con- 
nection with the bank about fifteen years 
before. In addition to his salary as as- 
sistant cashier, he purchased stocks and 
bonds occasionally. He had made a few 
purchases for Mr. Hugh Inman. He used 
to save his money, and at one time was 
ahead $2,000. At one time he was secretary 
of the Capital City Club with a salary of 
$25 a month attached.” 

Referring to the conversation which Mr. 
Jackson had with the cashier, after the 
departure of Redwine, Colonel Hammont 
asked: 

“Have you stated everything that Tom 
Cobb Jackson said to you in his conversa- 
tion at the bank?’’ 

“IT have not.” 

“What else did he say?” 

“He said in his last conversation that he 
would go to his father-in-law, get down ou 
his Knees, say he was a thief and a criminal] 
and get Lewis Redwine out of trouble. That 
was about 6 o’clock in the afternoon.” 

“Did he ask for his wife’s money?’ 

“He did. He also demanded the amount 
of his father’s stock and said if the money 
was not paid over to him, he would put the 
bank in the hands of a receiver.” 

“Was the note and overdraft of Cobb 


MR. CAMPBELL Examines the Records. 


Jackson, as shown on the books of the 
bank, ever settled?’ 

“They were. They were settled by an ob- 
ligation signed by Captain Henry Jackson.” 

‘What prospect did Mr. Jackson have 
that induced him to overdraw?’’ 

“He expected to realize a great deal from 
his marriage, and had a good expectancy 
in otner directiore.”’ 

‘“‘How did he come to his death?’ 

“I object to all this,”’ said Captain gack- 
son, springing to his feet. 
ing that such an examination can possibly 
have upon the case.” 

The objection of Captain Jackson was gus- 
tained by the court. Judge Pardee ruled 
that the introduction of such testimuny was 
foreign to the issue and only tended to bring 
about unnecessary complication. 

The witness was further cross-examined 
in regard to the conversation which occur- 
red in jail between the prisoner and Mr. 
McCandless, also the part which Colonel 
Hammond took in the conversation. The 
demand for the statement, clearing the bank 
of any implication was suggested by Mr. 
Jack Spalding. It was on this advice that 
the witness acted in going to jail and seek- 
ing a full statement from the prisoner. 

Captain Jackson's Rebuttal. 

After Colonel Hammond's cross-examina- 
tion of the wi’ness, Captain Jackson con- 
tinued the investigation on the other side. 

“Jow long have you known Tom Cobb 
Jackson?” he inquired. 

“From infancy.” 

“Can you give his age?” 

“T should say ne was between twenty-five 
and thirty years old.” 

“Do you know that Cobb was born on the 
3d of April, 18687’ | 

The witness replied with a negative. As 
to Redwine’s age, he thought he was about 
thirty-two years old. Jackson was drinking 
at the time he entered the bank, after Red- 
wine’s departure.

It is but natural tnat as the move- 
ment confirms daly a crop of 100,00 lesa 
than Neili’s minimum, the soutn shouid 
reaize tne strengta of their position and 
that they shoula hold what cotton tney 
have left for a more favorable price, whica 
wvulad seem tv ve In order In tue near [u- 
ture. In fact, as an ev:dence of now scarce 
cotton is becoming in some sections of the 
south, an advertisement in The Dallas 
News, of this morning, will serve as an il- 
lustration. A prominent cotton buyer there 
advertises for 1,500 paies of iow middi:ing 
and #0 bales strict low miudiing biacx 
land cotton, which is something so unusual 
tnac the only explanation is that he has 
been unable to tind the cotton himself and 
advertises, hoping that his wants w.ll meet 
the eyes of somebody who has the cotton. 
We only repeat today what we have sari 
for a number of days recently, namely: 
Interior receipts show, with few exceptions, 
less than last year, when the movement 
was phenomenally small. In fact, the two 
last weeks of December the interior re- 
ceipts were the smaliest in fourteen years. 
It must not be forgotten that previous to 
the crops of 1890-91 and 18y1-92 the largest 
American crop was 7,311,000, that of 1889-90, 
the two prev.ous crops being 6,935,000 and 
7,017,000, respectively. Therefore, the aver- 
age of the last three is 7,088,W00, whereas the 
average of this crop and the last will be 
eo not more that 6,900,000, perhaps 
ess. Although our own figures are as we 
said yesterday, 7,200,000 maximum. There- 
fore, should this crop not exceed 7,100,000 
it is only fair to assume that as the world 
needs much more chan this of the Ameri- 
can crops, it must either fall back 
upon the surplus carried over from last 
season or the spinner must buy now and 
buy pretty rapidly for the next few months. 
What seems to be, as we said before, the 
strength is that the people who have grown 
this crop are holding the balance and intend 
to until they can get the prices now in line 
with their ideas as to what a seven-million 
crop should’ be worth. Our own opinion is 
tnat a bale of cotton is a better invest- 
ment today than any stock or bond‘or bush- 
el of pinoy in this country. We may be 
mistaken in this impression,~just as we, 
like others, have been mistaken before, but 
should it be proved that we are, we think 
that we have shown pretty good reasons 
why we should be right. Messrs. R. T. 
Wilson & Co. announced this afternoon that 
they would make their estimate known af- 
ter the close of the market tomorrow. We 
feel it should not exceed 7,000,000 bales, as 
we see no reason why they should have 
found several thousand ople in the 
south to make a report different from ad- 
vices received by atham, Alexander & 
Co., Bradstreet’s or ourselves, the aver- 
age of whose respective returns show about 
6,750,000 bales. It must not be forgotten 
that there is a very large speculative short 
interest here and at New Orleans, the 
owners of which are relying upon the in- 
terior merchants and planters to help them 
out if they get in a hole. Suppose the 
south parts with the balance of the unmar- 
keted crop in homeopathic doses, what 
then?

NEW YORK, January 10.—The decline in 
the American markets, especially New 
York, and New Orleans, late yesterday art- 
ternoon, had the effect of arresting the 
active demand for spot cotton in Liver- 
pool this morning, and spinners bought but 
12,00 bales against 14, bales yesterday. 
Tne arrival market declined 3-64d, partiy 
on the weakness here and partly on the 
idea tnat the receipts in the next .wo weeks 
would show an increase as usual during 
the middie of January. At the opening of 
the market, however, the house which has 
been the most conspicuous buyer of cot-" 
ton for many months took al] the cotton 
offered and the market quickly recovered 
the loss of 4 or 5 points made on the de- 


“cline in Europe. Keceipts at the interior 


towns continue to show a sharp falling off 
from last year, especially at Memphis and 
St. Louis, while dispatches from New Or- 
leans report_the half weekly movement at 
30,000 baies this week against 38,000 bales 
last week and 28,000 bales last year. The 
stocks lose 11,000 bales this, year against 
7,000 bales last year. After the opening 
the market further advanced 3 to 4 points, 
became quiet, awaiting the advices of re- 
ceipts from New Orleans for’ tomorrow, 
and when they reported as estimated at 
5,000 bales against 11,700 bales last week and 
4,300 bales last year, prices quickly jumped 
5 to 6 points. Commission houses report an 
accumulation of buying orders below the 
present quotations, and if the movement 
continues on the present scale it will prob- 
ably lead to increased buying by foreign and 
American spinners, whose stocks we have 
so often stat are very small. As an ex- 
ception to the falling off in receipts, es- 
timates for Little Rock for the coming 
week are 1,100 bales against 200 bales last 
week and 1,183 bales last year. The seling 
for Liverpool account was noticeable today 
by arbitrage houses, and their offerings 
supplied the market = to noon, since 
which time there has en little cotton 
for sale. Stocks of cotton at the five in- 
terior towns of Memphis, St. Louis, Au- 
gusta, Cincinnati and Houston lost this 
week so far 13,500 bales in stock. This will 
have to be deducted from the receipts at 
the ports to furnish accurate statistics as 
to the amount of cotton coming into sight. 
New Orleans failed to receive 2,300 bales of 
cotton today which were due, and there- 
fore the rece at New Or'eans tomorrow

NEW YORK, January 10.—(Special.)—The 
conflicting influences at work in the market 
today were an unfavorable Liverpool mark- 
et and light receipts, especially at primary 
points. he light receipts far outweighed 
the bearish attitude of Manchester and the 
bulls here had the best of the fight through- 
out the day. March opened at 8 cents, but 
very little cotton could be had at that 
rice, and before the call ended 8.02 was bid 
or March. A rapid advance took place 
and there was no reaction until 8.12 was 
bid for March. Then the offerings became 
free and March sold back to 8.09, but the 
weakness was of brief duration, and in the 
last half hour March again advanced, this 
time touching 8.15. Realizing sales just be- 
fore 3 o’clock caused a slight recession from 
the highest. The close was steady with 
8.12 bid for March. The market continues 
very sensitive to the receipts. A single day 
of heavy receipts might cause a decline of 
25 points, but if ithe movement continues 
to dwindle as the bulls believe it will, the 
improvement may have only begun. 


Cotton Gossip. 

The New York Sun in its review of the 
cotton market yesterday says: Although 
there was some @:pression at times, owing 
to decline in Liyerpool and relatively large 
receipts at the ports, yet the decreasing 
interior stocks, the smaller interior receipts 
and the estimated receipts at New Orleans 
tomorrow are 6,000 bales and covering of 
shorts advanced prices 7 to 10 points and 
most of the improvement was held at the 
close, when the tone was steady. There 
was a fair speculation. The reports from 
the south were large. Sales 184,400 bales. 
Liverpool declined 3 points and _ closed 
steady with spot sales of 12,000 ba.es. In 
Manchester yarns were dull, but steady, 
but cloths steady, according to the official 
dtspatch. New Orleans advanced 12 to 13 
points.: The exports from the ports were 
34,527 bales to the Great Britain, 16,375 to 
France and 1,076 to the continent. Thea 
port receipts 20,375 bales against 23,323 bales 
this day last week and 11,697 bales last year 
Total thus far this week 98,770 bales against 
133,445 bales thus far last week. Spot cot- 
ton here was steady and unchanged, with 
sales of 108 bales for spinning. The south- 
ern spot markets were generally steady or 
firm at unchanged prices. There was an 
advance of 1l1-l6éc at two of the southern 
markets. 


The spot markets were unchanged yester- 
day only as regards tone, most of them 
easing up, though sales were reported good 
with the‘interior stocks decreasing rapidly. 


Which would, under ordinary circum- 
stances, have caused an advance much 
greater than has been recorded during the 
past week or ten days. 


The advance, too, would have been ata 
more permanent character, with American 
spinners competing with the spinners of 
the other side. 


But American spinners have been out of 
the market for nearly the entire season, in 
consequence of which England has dictated 
the price of our staple. 


And if that market should follow our ada- 
vance of yesterday we perhaps would aet 
in a like manner.

CHICAGO, January 10.—Pork shot u .

On lower cables, the wheat market opened 
weak with May ‘Yc lower at 67l6c. The of- 
ferings of long wneat at the start were lib- 
erai and prices declined Steadily for g time. 
The light receipts, however, caused a reac- 
tion on which some of the early loss was 
overcome. The total at eight primary mar- 
kets amounted to 3,310,992 bushels, compared 
witn 622,000 bushels a year ago. Prices were 
steady for a time, or*until Bradstreet’s vis- 
ible supply was posted. SBradstreet’s figures 
on stocks were not as encouraging to hold- 
ers as they might have been. These figures 
showed a decrease of 279,000 bushels east of 
the Rockies and an increase of 200,000 bush- 
eis west. Australia in three weeks showed 
an increase of 1,100,000 bushels, while Euro- 
poss stocks showed a decrease of 1,984,000 

ushels. The report was generally regarded 
as bearish, and Pardridge, who su 
the pit by buying at the early decijne, began 
selling.

CHICAGO, January W.—Cables were dis- 
appointing this morning and our market 
opened weak in sympathy, declining lc per 
bushel from last night’s close. On the de- 
cline numerous holders sold out. The large 
exports were again the encouraging factor 
amounting to about 664,000 bushels all told 
of which there were 105,000 packages of 
flour. This is one-eighth of the entire 
stock of flour in store January Ist at the 
principal accumulating points in the United 
States. The Michigan state crop report 
came out stating that 7,900,000 bushels of 
wheat had been marketed in five weeks, 
ending. January ist. But the report also 
declared that 16,000,000 bushels still remain- 
ed on the farmers’ hands. We hardly see 
how this can be, as the total yield ir. that 
State was 19,552,000 bushels with a require- 
ment of half of this amount for domestic 
purposes Bradstreet’s makes the decrease 
afloat 1,914,000 bushels with a decrease east 
and west of the Rocky mountains of 179,000 
bushels. These few bullish items caused a 
steady feeling for awhile, but offerings were 
CM large and the result was a further de- 
cline. 

Coarse grains were weak, principally in 
sympathy with wheat. A gentleman, who 
is weil acquainted with the shipping trade, 
reports that, while the farmers’ deliveries 
here are large, they are now showing a 
marked falling off, and will continue so that 
the arrivals that are being reported now are 
old ones and not new. 

There was a bull move among the whole 
line of prov.sions. It is reported that a 
government report will be out showing 
1,000,000 less ‘hogs than last year. Shorts 
were active buyers of pork, advancing Titec 
per barrel. Lard 30c and ribs 37%ec per 100 
from last night’s clese.

Four Telegrrms Received from the Oys- 
ter City About Kaveneaugh. 


WANTED ON A CHARGE OF FORGERY 


An Officer with a Requisition En Route to 
Atlanta — Kaveneaugh Seems to 
Have a Surplus of Names. 


- Judging from the number and frequency 
of the telegrams received yesterday by 
Chief Connolly from Chief of Police Fielder. 
of Mobile, Ala., J. D. Kaveneaugh is badly 
wanted in the oyster city. 

J. D. Kaveneaugh is the well-dressed, well 
educated white - man arrested as a suspicious 
character by. Detectives Wooten and Hol- 
combe night before last. Four telegrams 
were received by Chief Connolly from Mo- 
bile yesterday asking that Kaveneaugh be 
held until an officer can.come from Mobile, 

The story of Kaveneaugh’s arrest was 
printed in yesterday’s Constitution. He was 
geen on the street near the union depot, 
acting in a suspicious manner, and Patrol- 
man Jordan called the. attention of the de- 
tectives to him. 

When Detectives Wooten and Holcombe 
reachied police headquarters with Kay- 
eneaugh and his companion they found the 
former to be a very. suspicious character. 

The detectives found that Kavenaugh had 
been going under both the names of Kave- 
neaugh and Cowand since being in the city, 
and had declared himself as a traveling 
representative of the tailoring house ef G. 
Cohn, 13 Royal street, Mobile, Ala. ‘This 
house is one of the best known in the state 
of Alabama, and Chief Connolly said that 
if Kaveneaugh was working fon this firm 
he was a trusty character. It was found 
that Kaveneaugh had taken one or two or- 
ders in this city for clothing to be made 
by Cohn. 

Chief Connolly wired to G. Cohn and ask- 
ed if Kaveneaugh was his authorized repre- 
sentative, Mr. Cohn replied in a telegram 
saying that Kaveneaugh had not the slight- 
est connection with his firm. 

It seems that Kaveneaugh was known at 
Mobile, from which city he came to At- 
lanta about two weeks ago, as Cowand. He 
evideutly had trouble tuere, for yesterday 
morning Chief Connolly received a telegram 
from Chief of Police Richard Fielder, re- 
questing the Atlanta police to arrest Cow- 
and and hold him on the charge of forgery. 
Chief Connolly wired Chief Fielder that 
Cowand or Kaveneaugh was in custody and 
would be held. Later yesterday afternoon 
Chief Connolly received another telegram 
from Chief Fielder, asking that Cowahd 
be held at all hazards. To this Chief, Con- 
nolly sent a reply of the SamMeaepurport 
his first telegram. 

Last night still another telegram reache 
Chief Connolly from Chief Fielder, of Mo- 
bile, saying that an officer was on his way 
to Montgomery for requisition papers for 
Cowand, and would reach here as early 
as practicable. This telegram reitcrated the 
request that Cowand be held. 

So it seems that the arrest, which came 
about in a purely accidental fashion, will 
lead to something after all. Detectives 
Wooten and Holcofmbe were of the opinion 
that Kaveneaugh was a crook when they 
first placed him under arrest.: 

Letters were found in Kaveneaugh’'s 
pocket which indicate that he has still 
another name. A large number of letters, 
receipts and recommendations were taken 
from him bearing the name of Harold 
Walton, of Chicago... The express receipts 
found showed that he had been shipping 


. boxes to Mrs.. Walton, of Chicago. A recom- 


mendation from the printer of The Berrien 
County Banner was found in his pocke%, 
giving him an excellent reputation as a 
printer. 

Kaveneaugh denies in the strongest terms 
that he has been guilty of anything crvok- 
ed or dishonest. He admits that he former- 
ly lived in Chicago, and says he is a printer. 
He came here from Mobile and stopped at 
the Markham. He has done nothing since 
his arrival in the city. 

Kaveneaugh is about thirty years old, 
and has a good face. He has traveled 
extensively throughout the United States, 
and is a pretty smocth talker. He Says his 
arrest by the Atlanta detectives was the 
first he has ever undergone. He refused to 
rake any statement for publication con- 
cerning his past or present. |

Tomorrow Mme. Patti and Signor Nicolini 
will be the guests of Professor Barili at 
Manchester. They will drive out in the 
early morning, if the day is fair, but if it is 
unpropitious a special train will be char- 
tered to carry them out. Mme. Patti will 
spend the day with her nephew, returning 
to the city at night. ; 

Several months ago newspaper stories 
were published in nearly every city in the 
country about Professor Bari.i’s visit to 
Mme. Patti at Craig-y-Nos castle, and 
after his return it was stated that she 
would probably disinherit him on aecount 
of domestic troubles. Her visit to him dis- 
proves these stories, and for that matter 
the domestic relations of Professor Barili 
are said to be of the happiest nature. 

Mme. Patti will leave here Saturday 
merning for Memphis. She travels in @ 
special Pullman car, ‘‘The Coronet,” furn- 
ished her by the Pullman company for her 
American tour. It is attached to her 
special train, which consists of a Pullman 
sleeper, a buffet car, a day coach and a 
baggage car. In Mme. Patti’s car, “I'he 
Coronet,” Signor Nicolini,Mme. Beaumiesta, 
companion, two maids, an attendant, two 
cooks and porter travel. The car is very 
elegant in its appointments and is supplied 
with all the conveniences of modern travel. 

Mme. Patti is not fond of travel, although 
well equipped for it. She is always glad 
when her tours are over. It is a habit of 
hers never to on her 
car, and this observed 
throughout her tour. She passes 
the time while on the rail reading. Her 
favorite authors are the leading Irench 
writers, first among them being Moliere. 
She has with her geveral books by the 
latter. 

Mme. Patti occupies some of her time 
crocheting, at which she is very expert. 
Marcus Mayer, who knows the great singer 
as well as any living man, says this is one 
of her most delightful accomplishments. 
She is also a fine mandolinist. She has a 
very fine instrument with her and frequent- 
ly delights her traveling companions by a 
few selections upon it. Mme. Patti’s voice 
is never heard in any of her favorite songs 
while traveling. She sings often while 
whirling along over the rail, but it is al- 
ways some new and popular air, say for 
instance “Two Little Girls in B-ue.”

Manager Marcus Mayer is perhaps the 
most interesting attache of the great 
singer’s company. He is one of the grea- 
est theatrical managers in the world. He 
is about fifty years old and remarkably 
wel. preserved. He is of medium size, com: 
pactly built, almost stout. He is even fea- 
tured and wears a neat!y groomed black 
mustacite. He dresses in a very tasty 
manner and has just the air that one would 
expect of a great theatrical manager. He 
has engaged in many 
theatrical venturies. He has 
aged Patti for thirteen years 
last year was the manager of Fanny 
Davenport.

The Loss of Nearly $100,000 Will Be 
Fally Covered by Policies. 


NAMES OF SOME COMPANIES INTERESTED 


Dr. Jacobs Will Not Move His Stock—-A 
New Roof Will Be Placed 
on the Building at Once. 


It was 8 o’clock yesterday morning when 
the Jacobs pharmacy fire was finally put 
out, although it was under control by 1 
o’clock and entirely subdued at 3 o’clock, 
Chief Joyner simply said that he thought 
it best not to use any mecre water than 
necessary and, therefore, stopped before, 
the fire had entirely disappeared. When it 
broke out the second time it was put out 
by the chemical. 

It is estimated that the total loss will 
probably be as much as $100,000, and of 
this amount the greater portion will be 
footed up in the list damaged by water, 
‘For instance, the stock of Daniel Bros, 
was not touched by the fire, but was com- 
pletely ‘water soaked and steamed. in the 
same way it was with a great part of Dr. 
Jacobs’ pharmacy and that of Mr. Perry 
Chisholm. The damage to the building is 
by both water and fire, and will amount 
to about $8,000 or $10,000. 

The insurance on the building amounts to 
$10,500 and will cover all the damage done. 
The insurance is distributed in the follow- 
ing companies and amounts: 

The Sun Insurance Company, of London, 
$4,000; the London and Lancashire, of Liver- 
pool, $2,000; the Merchants’ Insurance Com- 
pany, of Newark, $2,500; the Girard Insur- 
ance Company, of Philadelphia, $2,000. 

These amounts were placed by George 
W. Brown and Whitner & Cole. 

Dr. Joe Jacobs, who is the heaviest losef, 
has an insurance of about $60,000 in various 
companies. He has not as yet reached an 
intelligent conclusion as to the amount of 
his loss, but it will be extremely heavy. 

Mr. Perry Chisholm, owner of the soda 
fount in Jacobs’ pharmacy, will suffer a 
loss of fully $3,000. The fount and plant 
and goods in the cellar will amount to $10,- 
000. The water dripped into the cellar frum 
above and completely water-sogged the 
chocolate, which dripped in coffee-colored 
streams from the wooden boxes; ruined 
several hundred sacks of marble dust and 
injured the dynamo, the generators and the 
fount. It is covered by insurance. 

Daniel Bros. Insurance. 

The stock of Daniel Bros., next door to 
the pharmacy, was inundated by the water 
used to extinguish the flames. The firm 
claims that they have a stock of $8,000. 
Their loss they estimate at $6,000, with an 
insurance of $6,000. The policies are in the 
following various companies: 

Liverpool and London and Globe Insurance 
Company, $1,750; Scottish Union and Nation- 
al, $500; London and Lancashire, $1,000; the 
Greenwich Insurance Company, of New 
York, $1,000; Insurance Company of North 
America, $750; Lancashire Insurance Com- 
pany, of England, $1,000. 

On the Second Floor. 

The offices on the second floor were also 
seriously damuged. Dr. T. H. Huzza val- 
ued his office stock at $1,750 and the loss is 
estimated by him at $500. He carries an 
insurance policy of $1,000 in the Hamburg- 
Bremen Insurance Company. 

Dr: Bowes had his oflice completely flood- 
ed. The value of his books and furniture 
he places at $1,000 and estimates his loss at 
$600. He is insured for $500 in ‘the Liverpool 
and London and Globe. 

Attorney W. J. Albert places his loss at 
$300, and is fully covered by insurance. 

W. E. Baker, the old hat man, puts his 
loss at $500 and estimates his stock at 
$2,500. He is insured fully in the Amazon 
insurance Company. 

Will Put on a New Roof. 

Mr. Jonathan Norcross will have a roof 
put on the building at once in order that 
the stock in the building may not be fur- 
ther damaged by rain. Dr. Jacobs will not 
move his stock, but will remain at his old 
stand. Mr. Norcross has not decided what 
further steps he will take towards putting 
the building back in shape.

Among the most not- 
able samples are those of alder, paw-paw, 
white oak, black oak, sugar mapk, elm, 
Spanish oak, hackberry, hickory, post oak, 
blackjack, chestnut oak, bell wood, white 
birch, pecan, red oak, chestnut, sycamore, 
persimmon, walnut, spruce pine, asb, but- 
ternut, sweet gum and others. As stated, 
these samples are all polished and the most 
of .nem made into cabinets for the miner- 
als. 

In making this display the managers of 
the car have paid special attention to the 
variety of minerals, selecting only: the choic- 
est specimens. These specimens, in the 
main, came from the counties of Polk, Bar- 
tow and Cherokee, although nearly all the 
towns throughout north Georgia have their 
share of exhibits. Among the minerals the 
brown hematite ores attract greaf atten- 
tion. These were gathered chiefly near Ce- 
dartown. It is a notable fact that Polk 
coun.y, With the exception of Birmingham, 
produces the best irén ore in the south. This 
ore contains over 50 per cent of iron and 
is remarkably low in silica. ‘These ores of 
iron are numerous in variety and excellent 
in quality. The display of gold ore, too, is 
of especial interest. 

As has been said, the car is the outcome 
of years of experience and study upon the 
part of the men who have it in charge.
